OUR CORRESPONDENCE 

The Correspondence Column of the "Daily" lias undoubtedly 
found some popularity. Contributions arc frequent, and, judging 
" ' from the number of letters written in reply, arc widely read. Yet, if 
these columns are followed from day to day, one is bound to notice 
how surprisingly few correspondents bring up a new subject. A 
relatively small class devote themselves to literary production. They 
are soon outnumbered by those who pass judgment on their efforts; 
• and nothing more is heard from them until they once more feel called 
upon to censure or applaud. The majority of letters offered for 
publication under "Correspondence" arc criticisms of matter previ- 
ously published. 

We do not wish to minimize the value of such communications, 
not even when they arc merely enquiries into the sanity of a. corres- 
pondent who questions the patriotism of those engaged in a discussion 

--of the international problems involved in a joke. Criticism, sympa.- 
thctically expressed and free from prejudice, should be welcomed. 
Nevertheless the true critic must possess creative imagination. If he 
cannot produce he should not destroy. If he will not build he should 
not tear apart. The student who cannot express clearly an idea of 
his own can hope to receive little more than vague impressions from 
the opinions others offer. „ A certain degree of independence, and 
:vcn a touch of originality, is essential to the students intellectual 

■ i idvanccmcnt. Creative power is, of course, largely a natural endow- 
nent. It may be developed, however, or allowed to detecioratc slowly, 
>y its exercise or its disuse. It is subject to cultivation by mental 
tctivity, by sustained effort directed to that end. 

A true critical sense is invaluable. Yet constructive ability is one 
•)f its essential elements. If. then, the reader has developed creative 
intellect uni power, why docs he not make more original contributions? 
's there a want of productive energy?

Wo had started' away 
Baying to each other "Wasn't that great 
Btuff?" "'"I wonder what some of those 
old grey-beards are thinking now! I 
saw a goodly number prosont;" and 
mky such romarks. We wero of the 
opinion that some of them had had 
more "Justice" meted outAo them than 
thoy could stand: and wo wondered 
how many of thorn with considerable 
business interest in the city would acl 
on Mr. Wilson's suggestion and go 
down town to "set up justice." But 
when this remark of the worthy pro- 
fessor fell on our earB wo saw that we 
were not tho only persons who «or. 
dcred how tho shoe would fit the other 
fellow. 

It Is with the somowhat -slanderous 
insinuation in Ihe remark' of this geu- 
tleman that I wish to loke'lssue. Evi- 
dently it Is assumed that the theologi- 
cal students of the affiliated colleges 
are not taught to think in terms of 
iuck sound sociological doctrine. The

Wo ought to strive for an Empire

defense of tbe whole Empire and this 
body would decide what wero the re- 
quirements each year and what each 
local parliament's contribution should 
be according to trade population, etc. 

As far as possible tbe money raised 
by each country should be spent there- 
in and tho rate of pay according to 
local standards. 

/ The functions of the Empire Parlia- 
ment would.be to control tho Army, the 
Navy, Fortifications, Submarine cables, 
long distance Wireless Stations, Mall 
subsidies and Forolgff Treaties — Air- 
craft. Wo should aim. at one Navy 
for tho whole Emplro instead of half 
a dozen or more local navies and un 
dcr this scheme every selfrgovorning 
dominion would build and man ships 
for our Empire Navy.

Aerodrome* 'had to be cut out 
or the dense Jungle which inoanl fell- 
log thousands of trees, dlrging up 
their roots, and rnmovlng Innumer- 
able nnt hills by hand, as practically 
no equipment was available. However, 
now that the Initial work of clearing 
la completed, thn'cost of maintenance 
Is not expected to be heavy, 04id In 
practically every ease the local ad- 
ministrations have arranged to guard 
the stores and assist in keeping tha 
grounds cleared of bush. Indeed, 
•survey parties .everywhere met with 
tho greatest assistance and co-opera- 
tion from local authorities who 
evinced the utmost enthusiasm for the 
project. 

By flying at an average speed of 
100 miles Hourly for eight hours dally, 
the-, route, when well established, 
should bo covered In about one week 
ns compared with the 60 to 74«6 days 
required by using tho existing meth- 
ods of cômmunicatlon.

Lieut-General Sir Arthur Currie, 
commander of tbe Canadian Corps, Is 
one or the greatest civilian-warriors 
which the war produced. For this 
British Columbia giant is no profes- 
sional soldier, and though bis Interest 
In soldiering has extended over many 
years, the knowledge which he gained 
on the field In the five years of war- 
time was what led blm to tbe highest 
post In Canada's fighting corps. 

Sir Arthur Currie is still a young 
man. Not until December will he 
have forty-four years to his credit. 
Six feet six Inches in height and 
correspondingly broad ' of shoulders 
and chest, Sir Arthur is a giant in 
physique. His big clean-shaven .faro 
has all the freshness of youth. "A 
quiet man he is," wrote' a Canadian 
press correspondent who knew him 
intimately, "cnlther fussy nor a 
blusterer, genial, a mna to make 
ends and to keep them. That 
1b one's first impression. But let the 
moment arise and the face soon takes 
a btern mould. For the ultimate im- 
pression of the man Is one of strength. 
A man with a punch, a soldier who 
gcta there with a smile, If smiling 
does It, but gets there all the time." 

Arthur Currie was born in Napper* 
ton, Ontario, on December 6th, 1875. 
When a lad of eighteen he went west 
to British Columbia an dthere, till he 
found his way to more remunerative 
occupations, he taught school for seve- 
ral terms. Educated at the Strathroy 
Collegiate Institute In Ontario be 
found the thorough training he had 
received there of inestimable value in 
tbe business life be afterwards took up, 
He spent a year or two in Insurance 
work, and tben as the Pacific coast 
citfes were growing rapidly in those 
days of twenty years ago, it was natu- 
ral that the keen young man from the 
East, bent on achieving success 



Shaughncssy of Montreal, who was as- 
sociated with him as a member of hla 
staff for many months, la a tremdous 
admirer of Sir Arthur's ability. 

"I had the advantage of knowing 
him well," said Capt. Shaugneisy yes- 
terday. "I knew the problems that con- 
fronted him and I bad the opportunity 
of reallzlnt that It was not fortune or 
luck, or being "tbe man on the spot" 
that brought him to tbe command of 
the Canadian Corps. He reached b'is 
high position through exercise of tho 
roost excellent Judgment and through 
bis very careful study of each military 
situation as it arose. On many occa- 
sions ideas recommended by Currte 
were followed out bf the array com- 
mander. One thing above all others 
he bad In mind, and In spite of wbat

so.utald eventually gravitate Into the 
real estate business. It was in those 
early days that hla interest in sold- 
lerlng first began. . He joined the 
Canadian Militia and took his con- 
nection with It very seriously. Those 
were days wb,eu militia men were none 
too' particular about tha number of 
drills they, attended, when the wearing 
of a gay uniform in holiday parades 
was the most that tbe young civilians 
ever aspired to. But Arthur Currie 
took the militia seriously. Every 
course that was offered found him 
among .those receiving instruction, 
with the result that he quickly passed 
the various grades of non-commission- 
ed rank. . He made it a-point never to 
miss a drill. Musketry; signalling, 
mounted Infantry, the various phases 
of gunnery — all were speedily mastered 
by the young enthusiast, 

Eventually he rose* to the command 
of the 6th Royal Canadian Garrison 
Artillery of Victoria which had earned 
under his predecessor a name and 
place in tbe highest rank of artillery 
work. During Arthur Currle'a com- 
mand of tbe regiment this high atan 
dard was not. only maintained but was 
raised to such an extent that during 
the years immediately prior to the 
outbreak of tbe war, the artillery work 
of tbe 6th R ,C. G. A. was ahead of any 
other gunnery corps In the Dominion 
In spite of the handicap of old fash 
ioned armament Sir Arthur, by sheer 
personal magnetism and unsparing ef- 
fort] succeeded in outpointing by large 
margins other artillery units. 

But Currie had no intention of de- 
voting himself to artillery work only. 
Relinquishing tho command of the 6th 
B.C.G. A., when he bad brought It tô a 
high state of perfection he straightway 
«et himself to work to organize an in 
(entry militia regiment. Tbe men who 
composed it were for tbe most part, 
like himself, of Scottish extraction, so 
be christened his new unit the Cana- 
dian Gordon Highlanders. Tbe "Gay 
Gordons," they called that famous 
corps in Victoria. Even in its early 
! history It showed that discipline, 
emartenss and esprit de corps that 
can only come to a military unit 
when Ihe heart and soul of Us com- 
manding officer is in his work. 

And while he drilled his men on 
the Pacific Coast with as much 
earnost'ness as though they were to 
march straightaway into battle, men 
smiled a bit at bis efforts at pre- 
paredness for war, for any prospect 
of war seemed very far from tho 
quiet valleys N and the snowy moun 
tains of the West 

But Arthur Currie was doing 
something besides carrying on a real 
estate business in the daytime and 
drilling a militia regiment in tbe 
evening. He was studying Interna 
tlonal politics with the keen eye of 
one wbo reads the signs of tbe times, 
land reading those signs he drilled 
'bis men yet barder. Thus it hap- 
'pened that when tbe war cloud burst 
over Europe five years ago and 
when Sir Sam Hughes set up the re- 
cruiting standard at Valcartier, Col. 
! Currie hurried without delay four 
thousand miles across Canada to of- 



day. Tbe Canadians bad to meet at 
Ypres that first terrible surprise gas 
attack. The men had no gas masks 
of course. The forced retirement of 
the French bad left the Canadian flank 
unprotected and enfiladed. But it 
was a case of saving tha Channel ports 
and the Dominion troops held their 
ground. 

"Wc are running shot'. 'of ammuni- 
tion," reported one officer to Currie 
'Rely upon your bayonets! Hold tho 
trench at all costs," was »ho grim ans- 
wer that came back from the brigade 
commander. 

Little wonder was It,, that/ when 
General Alderson was promoted from 
tbe First' Canadian Division to tbe 
command of the Canadian Gvps in 
September 1916, Major-Qeneral Cur- 
rie succeeded to tbe command of the 
First Canadian Division. He made 
full use of bis opportunity. More 
than once the brigade under him 
accomplished the seemingly impossi- 
ble. To him tell premier honora when 
his gallant men advanced up Vlmy 
Ridge, and without one period of 
wavering took six miles of what had 
seemed an Impregnable fortress sys- 
tem. The hammering blows at Sanc- 
tuary Wood in June 1916, when Cur- 
rie and his men recaptured a pjrles 
of trenches which had been lost in an 
earlier engagement, added further to 
bis laurels. 

Currie's methods have always cen- 
tred round four points— the elaborato 
organization of intelligence, tbe com- 
plete co-ordination of, all arms, tbe 
development to its utmost point of 
the platoon system and the cultiva- 
tion of responsibility In the individ- 
ual soldier. Particularly does he lay 
stress on the platoon system which 
be has brought to perfection. Each 
platoon Is a complete unit In HSelf, 
taught to act by itself and with all 
the weapons at its command to do 
everything necessary. And Currie 
trusts tbe man in the ranks. He be- 
lieves in telling the private soldier 
what he is to do when a great attack 
Is on,- and Just wby be Is to do it 
The soldier is given, a tactical knowl- 
edge of the situation. -To this method 
of taking the private' soldier into his 
confidence Currie credits , his suc- 
cess as a leader. 

In the King's birthday honors of 
June, 1917, tbe name of Major-Gone 
ràl Currie figured as one upon whom 
His Majesty had been pleased to confer 
tbe K.C.M.G. .Later in the same month 
Sir Arthur Currie succeeded Sir Julian 
Byng as commander of the Canadian 
Corps. The appointment of a Cana- 
dian to tbe command hitherto ably held 
by Imperial officers was .a aource of 
great satisfaction to s the Canadian 
fighters. The army's confidence in 
bim was supreme. On tbe other band 
Currie's confidence in the Canadians 
was supreme. Perhaps it was be- 
cause they felt this confidence that 
they were impelled to greater deeds. 

It was after Passchendaele that 
Currie paid the following high tri- 
bute to his men. In an interview 
with a French journalist be declared 
that the Canadian army d}d net know 
wbat defeat was. "That is one of the 
reasons for their morale," he said. 
"An army that has never known de- 
feat can be led to the end of the world. 
But there are other reasons for tbe 
army's ^ine sturdy spirit. Th,ey are' 



fighting with Kill consciousness of the 
justice as their cause. These four 
hundred and fifty thousand volunteers 
did not join up and leave tbe comfort 
of their homes In order to hurl them- 
selves into a war of conquest and lust, 
They have resolutely rescinded into 
the furnace of war in order to defend 
the cradle of their common ancestors 
and the civilization banded down by 
past generations. And they will not 
give up until the fire Is quenched." 

Sir Arthur Currie possesses the 
genius of organization. When the 
Canadians went to Passchendaele his 
first work was to build roads, to 
strengthen railways to improve in 
every way the lines of communica- 
tion. It was at Passchendaele that 
be made a famous speech to the old 
brigade that be bad commanded in 
the early days of the war. He had 
been Inspecting the first division and 
he stopped to speak to the men he 
had known. Standing on a deal table 
that had been brought frpm a near- 
by cottage he spoke as soldier to 
soldier. 

"Tbe commander-in-chief has called 
on us to do a big Job. It bas got to 
be done," he said. "I promise you 
that you will never be called upon to 
advance until everything has been doae 
that can be done to clear the way for 
you. After that it is up to you and 
I leave it to you with confid? .ce." 

General Currie is a deeply religious 
man. His speech continually contains 
biblical allusions. The phrases of 
scripture find their way Into blB ordi- 
nary conversation. His religious fer- 
vor has been compared to 1'jr.t of 
Oliver Cromwell. He is •molicjial 
to a degree though somewhat reserved 



may be said otherwise, it is a point 
that could not fail to be Impressed up- 
on those who were personally connect- 
ed with him— that was tbe preservation 
of tbe lives of the men. under hjs com- 
mand. He was tbe most kind-heart- 
ed man I have ever met. I have 
never known him to refuse an inter- 
view to an ysoldler, and never was 
a complaint or a suggestion made to 
him by a private that was not in- 
vestigated and dealt with. No, It 
was not extraordinary that he won 
bis way to tbe command, and that his 
reputtaion is what It is. He was 
the only officer in tbe Canadian corps 
iho was acceptable to the Command- 
er-in-chief for tbe command of the 
corps." 

Those who came into personal con 
tact with the Corps Commander were 
impressed by his intimate knowledge 
of tbe detailed preparations for oper 
atlons on hand. Before committing 
his troops to an attack ho personally 
satisfied himself that everything had 
been done to assure the success of 
tbe operation, and that tbe fighting 
troops would not .be handicapped in 
any way by lock of preparation, or 
want of food and ammunition. 

On several occasions tho Corps 
Commander risked his own personal 
reputation and the high command 
which he held, by his protests and 
efforts against committing tbe Cana 
dian troops to operations, the Import- 
ance of which he djd not consider war- 
r»tcd the sacrifice of life. On one 
occasion in particular, it Is well known 
that the Canadian Corps had been or- 
dered to attack a formidable enemy 
position under most adverse condi- 
tions, and it was through the efforts 
of the Corps Commander that this 
stuck was delayed until adequate pre- 
parations bad been made by tha Engi- 
neer and Artillery. He personally 
refused to allow the Canadian troops 
to be committed until these prepara- 
tions bad been made, and as a result 
the Canadian losses were considerably 
minimised and the operation made suc- 
cessfully. Had tbe Canadian troops 
fought under tbe condition* as orig- 
inally ordered, few, It any, would have 
survived and, therefore, it is through 
the thoughtfulness and caution of Sir 
Arthur Currie that many returned sol- 
diers to-day owe their lives. 
' -ge- was a dally visitor at Unit 
Headquarters and after troops had 
been commuted to an attack be 
could be seen in tbe forward areas 
consulting with his subordinate com- 
manders ,and receiving on the field 
first band information regarding the 
progress of the fight. He, more 
than many Commanders, realized the 
formidableness of barbed wire as an 
obstacle to an attack, and his con- 
stant inquiries during the prepara- 
tions for battle were as to whether 
or not the wire had been cut. He had 
profited by the experinece of other 
Allied troops which had been forced 
to attack against barbed wire, re- 
sulting in colossal losses, and be was 
bound that Canadian lives would not 
be sacrificed under similar circum- 
stances. 

He showed particular sympathy and 
regret to the wounded and no measure 
of success seemed to gratify him if tbe 
inevitable casualties exceeded wbat 
bad been previously estimated, and 
when the losses of tbe Canadian Corps 
are compared with those of other 
troops it is gratifying to see t hat the 
percentage of losses was tbe minimum, 
and that, notwithstanding the difficult 
tasks set it tbe Canadjan CorpB suffer- 
ed less losses than any other unit of 
the AUted forces engaged in an equal 
amount of fighting.

and hasten senility. At Vichy a carrot 
cure has been similarly used, this 
vegetable being served with eVéry meal.
